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Burke gets life without parole 


Juryfinds former soldier guilty of murders

After nearly two and a half hours of de¬ 
liberating, a Fort Campbell jury found Sgt. 
Brent Burke guilty of killing his estranged 
wife and her former mother-in-law 
Burke was convicted Tuesday morning 
on all counts, which included premeditated 
murder, felony murder, burglary, child en- 
dangerment and obstruction of justice. He 
was sentenced to life in prison without the 


possibility of parole. 

When the verdict was announced to the 
packed courtroom, friends and family of 
Tracy Burke and Karen Comer gasped, 
“Thank God” and “Finally” They cried and 
hugged each other. 

Those who were there in support of 
Brent Burke quietly wept on the opposite 
side of the room. 

Burke sat calm and straight-faced, show¬ 
ing no emotion when the decision was 
read. 


Shortly after the verdict, the court began 
the sentencing hearing. As opposed to a 
civilian court, where final 
sentencings are often 
scheduled weeks after a 
verdict, a court martial 
jury decides the sentence 
that day 

The prosecution called a 
string of witnesses that 
had close relationships 
with Tracy Burke and Burke 
Comer. 

Comer’s husband, Kurt, 
said it felt like “a hole was left” after his 



wife was killed. 

A child therapist testified that Brent and 
Tracy Burke’s son, Eton, suffers from post 
traumatic stress disorder. He often has 
nightmares and flashbacks of the night his 
mom was murdered that will most likely 
continue for the rest of his life, she said. 

Tracy Burke’s brother, David Wilburn Jr, 
said his sister “loved her kids more than 
anything.... It was apparent in everything 
she did.” 

Wilburn was the first family member to 
discover Tracy Burke had been murdered. 

“How do you react to that?” he said.

Long-time local

Leo Wilson, a local radio engi¬ 
neer and broadcaster, died Sun¬ 
day at Massey Springs 
Retirement home 
in Bowling 
Green. 

He was 91. 

A memorial 
service will be at 
7 p.m. Thursday 
at Lamb Funeral 
Home. Visitation 
will be from 5 
p.m. until time for 
the service. 

A native of Sullivan and 
reared in Cerulean, he was born 
July 31,1920, the son of the late 
Robert and Verdya Shanks Wil¬ 
son. 

He graduated from National 
Radio School in Los Angeles in 
1939 and began work with radio 
station WHOP as an announcer 
and engineer on Jan. 8,1940, the 
first day the station started 
broadcasting. 

Following Pearl Harbor, he vol¬ 
unteered for the Navy and 
served from 1942 until 1945, 
earning the rank of chief petty 
officer. He was recalled to active 
duty during the Korean War and 
served from 1950 until 1952. 

He attended the Navy’s first 
schools for radar technicians 
and worked on radar and sonar

Murder suspect found dead in quarry

Detectives believe that T’Marcus Hall 
drove a car into a quarry full of water Sun¬ 
day after stabbing his child’s mother to 
death. 

A dive team commissioned by police 
found him dead in the woman’s car Monday 
morning. 

Investigators had been looking for Hall 
since late Sunday afternoon. They believe 
that, between 4:30 and 4:55 p.m., he attacked 


Autumn Rollings and took her car. She was 
24. 

Hopkinsville police were called to 208 E. 
18th St. at 5:01 p.m. and found Rollings’ body 

During the investigation, detectives 
began suspecting Hall would drive the car 
into a quarry, according to an HPD news re¬ 
lease. They believed he was suicidal. 

Just after 11 p.m., police found a section 
of fence on the quarry’s property broken, 
said HPD spokesman Paul Ray They called 
for a dive team to search the water, and 
divers found Hall dead in the car, Ray said. 


Hall and Rollings had lived together, 
though Hall’s mother, LaRhonda Hall, said 
her son had stayed with her occasionally 
The couple had domestic disputes related to 
infidelity, LaRhonda Hall said. 

She said her son told her right after 
Rollings’ death that he’d killed her. 

A neighbor took Hall and Rollings’ child 
from their home before the attack, police 
said.

Report honors local farmers market for accepting food stamps, highlights anti-ohesity programs

A new report from a Kentucky 
nonprofit highlights initiatives 
from all over the state to promote 
healthy lifestyles in large and 
small communities. 

The report recognizes Hop¬ 
kinsville for accepting food 
stamps at the farmers market in 
Founder’s Square. 


It also presents many models 
Hopkinsville could likely imi¬ 
tate. Many involve collaboration 
between local government, 
schools, private businesses and 
volunteers. 

Foundation for a Healthy Ken¬ 
tucky compiled the report. It fo¬ 
cuses on programs aimed at 
reducing obesity rates. Across 
Kentucky, 33 percent of children, 
60 percent of women and 80 per¬ 


cent of men are overweight or 
obese, according to the report. 

“This epidemic took many 
years to develop, and it will take 
many years to reverse,” the re¬ 
port said. “The task is daunting. 
The important thing is to start, to 
fight back whenever and wher¬ 
ever possible.” 

To stimulate local efforts across 
the state, the report highlights 14 
creative programs that can easily 


be duplicated. 

Because Kentucky ranks 48th 
nationally in consumption of 
fruits and vegetables, the food 
stamps option at the Hop- 
kinsville-Christian County 
Farmers Market matches this re¬ 
port’s guidelines perfectly 

In 2009, the Kentucky Farmers 
Market Association offered to let 
Hopkinsville test the food stamps 
program along with farmers

FDA review favors first drug for HIV prevention 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A pill that 
has long been used to treat HIV has 
moved one step closer to becoming 
the first drug approved to prevent 
healthy people from becoming in¬ 
fected with the virus that causes 
AIDS. 

The Food and Drug Administration 
said Tuesday that Gilead Sciences’ 
Truvada appears to be safe and effec¬ 
tive for HIV prevention. It concluded 


that taking the pill daily could spare 
patients “infection with a serious 
and life-threatening illness that re¬ 
quires lifelong treatment.” 

On Thursday a panel of FDA ad¬ 
visers will consider the review when 
it votes on whether Truvada should 
be approved as a preventative treat¬ 
ment for people who are at high risk 
of contracting HIV through sexual 
intercourse. The FDA is not required 


to follow the advice of its panels, but 
it usually does. An estimated 1.2 mil¬ 
lion Americans have HIV, which at¬ 
tacks the immune system and, unless 
treated with antiviral drugs, develops 
into AIDS, a fatal condition in which 
the body cannot fight off infections. 
If Truvada is approved, it would be a 
major breakthrough in the 30-year 
campaign against the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. 
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Tennessee mom seeking return of child from Dubai 


CLARKSVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 
A woman in Tennessee is seek¬ 
ing to get her husband living in 
the United Arab Emirates to re¬ 
turn their 14-month-old child to 
the US. 

Stacy Peters argued Monday in 
a court in Clarksville that her 
husband, a former US. Army 
major who had been stationed at 
Fort Campbell, should be held in 
contempt for ignoring a judicial 
order to bring her daughter Car¬ 
oline home to Tennessee. 

Joshua V Lindsey, an attorney 
who was representing Charles 
Peters in an emergency motion 
to dismiss the case, said that 
Stacy Peters abandoned her child 
and fled the country when her 
husband filed a charge of adul¬ 
tery in Dubai, according to an af¬ 


fidavit he gave the court. She de¬ 
nies the allegation of adultery. 

Lindsey also claimed the judge 
had no jurisdiction because the 
couple was living in Dubai when 
they separated. Caroline was 
born in Tennessee, but she hasn’t 
been in the state in eight months, 
he said. 

Montgomery County Circuit 
Court Judge John H. Gasaway III 
noted Monday that the country 
does not comply with the Uni¬ 
form Child Custody Jurisdiction 
and Enforcement Act, which gov¬ 
erns child custody issues inside 
the United States, and does not 
fall under US. codes. He denied 
the father’s emergency motion 
for dismissal. 

Charles Peters is a West Point 
graduate who works a company 


that trains U.A.E. military forces, 
according to Stacy Peters’ attor¬ 
ney, Lee Berry IV 

“Our primary concern to this 
matter is the safe return of the 
child to the United States and her 
mother,” Berry said in a state¬ 
ment. “We believe justice was up¬ 
held today and strongly hope that 
this court’s orders are followed, 
here and abroad.” 

Berry said there is little to no 
prior case law in Tennessee sim¬ 
ilar to the case and it’s more un¬ 
usual than other international 
custody cases because the par¬ 
ents and the child are all US. cit¬ 
izens. 

“We will continue fighting 
until Caroline has been returned 
to the loving embrace of her 
mother,” Berry said. 


Stacy Peters, 31, told reporters 
after the court hearing that she 
last saw her daughter on March 
27 when she left their house in 
Dubai to go to work. When she 
came home, all her belongings 
had been put outside and her 
husband had left a note saying he 
had taken their daughter and 
planned to file for a divorce. 

Peters, who is currently preg¬ 
nant, had no money and went to 
the US. embassy, where she was 
instructed to seek legal help to 
obtain custody of the child. 

She said her husband had 
served three tours in Iraq and 
that she thought their 8-year 
marriage would improve after he 
left the military and took a job as 
a contractor in Dubai. But she 
said he abused her and she fears 


her daughter is not safe. Lindsey, 
Charles Peters’ attorney, argued 
in court there was no proof of 
abuse. 

“I am most worried about her 
safety,” Peters said. 

Even with the judge’s order, Pe¬ 
ters acknowledged it would be 
difficult to enforce the order 
while her husband remains in 
the United Arab Emirates. 

The country is not a party of 
the 1980 Hague Convention on 
the Civil Aspects of Interna¬ 
tional Child Abduction and US. 
court orders are generally not 
recognized abroad, according to 
the US. Department of State’s 
website. 

“He could stay there the rest of 
his life and nobody could make 
him bring her back,” she said.

Defendants plead not guilty in triple shooting 

MAYFIELD, Ky. (AP) — Two western Kentucky 
men charged in shootings that killed two people and 
injured another have entered not guilty pleas. 

The Paducah Sun reports say Kenon Andrews and 
Jacob Carder entered the pleas Monday in Graves 
County Circuit Court. Police say the two men shot 
25-year-old Ashley Lambert, 22-year-old Jonathan 
Cagle and 18-year-old Whitley Moore at a home in 
Dublin on March 27. Lambert and Cagle were killed, 
but Moore survived. 

A grand jury indicted Carder and Andrews on 
charges of murder, attempted murder, fleeing or 
evading police and being persistent felony offenders. 
Police say the shootings were over drugs and money. 


Europe’s bad mood: Does 
Obama need to worry? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The elections that drove 
Nicolas Sarkozy out of 
power in France and left 
Greece scrambling to 
build a coalition govern¬ 
ment pose a financial 
threat to the United States 
that could undermine 
President Barack 

Obama’s efforts to cast 
himself as the agent of a 
US. economic revival. 

For Obama, the danger 
is that any economic tur¬ 
moil unleashed by the 
French and Greek elec¬ 
tions will spiU over to the 
United States, slow the re¬ 
covery even more and, ul¬ 
timately further 

jeopardize his re-election, 
adding him to the recent 
roster of politicians 
whose careers have been 
short-circuited by eco¬ 
nomic anger. 

At the same time it has 
shifted Europe’s political 
balance to the left and in 
favor of the type of eco¬ 
nomic growth policies 
that Obama has advo¬ 
cated both for Europe and 
for the United States. 

For Mitt Romney, the 
all-but-certain Republi¬ 
can presidential chal¬ 
lenger, the results in 
Europe underscore how 
deeply economic unease 
affects politics. They feed 
his camp’s underlying 


storyline: that Obama’s 
economic policies would 
not safeguard the United 
States from a widening 
European recession. 

But as a rejection of 
austerity measures, the 
European elections also 
present a cautionary tale 
for the type of belt-tight¬ 
ening that Romney and 
congressional Republi¬ 
cans have embraced. 

“It is clear there is a lot 
of economic anxiety in 
the EU that is affecting 
world markets, and how 
that affects the economy 
will have an impact on 
voters throughout this 
summer and into the 
fall,” Romney adviser 
Kevin Madden said. 

Obama senior cam¬ 
paign adviser David Axel¬ 
rod has said repeatedly 
that the biggest challenge 
to Obama’s re-election is 
economic developments 
beyond Obama’s control. 

“As has happened sev¬ 
eral times before, when 
our economy gets going, 
events elsewhere can in¬ 
tervene and throw a mon¬ 
key wrench in the 
works,” he said. “We’re 
not hoisting a ‘Mission 
Accomplished’ banner. 
We know there is a lot of 
work left to be done and 
the headwinds are part of 
that equation.” 
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Ford to boost factory output by 40,000 vehicles

DETROIT (AP) — Rising car and 
truck sales have prompted Ford 
Motor Co. to add a week of produc¬ 
tion at 13 North American factories 
so the company can make another 
40,000 vehicles this year. 

Ford said Tuesday that it would cut 
in half the normal two-week summer 
shutdown at six assembly plants and 
seven engine and parts plants. Auto 
plants normally close for two weeks 
around the July 4 holiday as they 
switch over to make vehicles for the 
next model year. 

Through April, US. auto sales ran 
at an annual rate of more than 14 
million, substantially higher than 
last year’s 12.8 million. Ford sales 
were up 5 percent. 
Total US. car and truck sales rose 
10.3 percent through April to 4.65 mil¬ 
lion vehicles, according to Autodata 
Corp. 

Many analysts are forecasting sales 
of about 15 million new vehicles in 
2013. 

At Ford, most factories have been 
running at capacity, and the company 
is adding third shifts at three plants 
just this month to meet higher de¬ 
mand, said Jim Tetreault, vice presi¬ 
dent of North American 
manufacturing for the company. 

“Requiring more capacity from our 
plants is a good problem to have, and 
having the flexibility to add a week of 
production in our plants goes a long 
way toward solving it,” Tetreault 
said in a statement. 

Factories that will work the extra 
week include Chicago Assembly, 
which makes the Ford Explorer SUV 
and Ford Taurus and Lincoln MKS 
large cars; Dearborn Truck, in Dear¬ 
born, Mich., which makes F-Series 
trucks; Louisville Assembly in 
Louisville, Ky, which makes the new 
Ford Escape small SUV; Kentucky 
Truck in Louisville, which makes 
heavy-duty pickups and the Lincoln 
Navigator and Ford Expedition big 
SUVs; Michigan Assembly in Wayne, 
Mich., which makes the Ford Focus 
compact; and Kansas City Assembly 
in Claycomo, Mo., which makes F-150 
pickups. 

Other factories with the added 
week include Dearborn Engine, 
Chicago Stamping, Cleveland Engine 


No. 1, Lima Engine in Lima, Ohio; 
Essex Engine in Windsor, Ontario; 
Sterling Axle in Sterling Heights, 
Mich., which makes transmission 
and engine parts; and the Raw- 
sonville parts plant in Ypsilanti 
Township, Mich. 

Ford now has the capacity to make 
2.6 million vehicles in North Amer¬ 
ica, but the company plans to add 
shifts and make other changes to 
push that up to 3 million this year, 
spokeswoman Marcey Evans said. 
The 40,000 increase announced Tues¬ 
day is part of that plan, she said. 

Ford shares fell 13 cents, or 1.2 per¬ 
cent, to $10.53 in afternoon trading. 


Its shares are up from a 52-week low 
of $9.05 in early October but down 31 
percent from their high of $15.35, 
reached almost a year ago. 

Ford is the second US. automaker 
to raise production this year by cut¬ 
ting summer downtime. 

In the past two weeks, Chrysler an¬ 
nounced that it would cancel the two- 
week summer shutdown at the 
Jefferson North plant in Detroit, 
Toledo Supplier Park in Toledo, Ohio, 
and at plants in Belvidere, Ill., and 
Toluca, Mexico. Chrysler also plans 
to take only one-week shutdowns at 
factories in Sterling Heights, Mich., 
and Saltillo, Mexico. 


Baptist convention 
cntting its staff 

LOUISVILLE, Ky (AP) — The Ken¬ 
tucky Baptist Convention has announced 
the departure of 23 full-time workers and 
four part-time employees. 

The convention said on Monday that 
the workers had taken incentives to ei¬ 
ther retire early or resign. The Courier- 
Journal reports the cuts will leave the 
convention with 43 full-time employees at 
its building in Louisville and eight serv¬ 
ing as ministers on university and college 
campuses. 

The move comes after the Kentucky 
convention voted in 2010 to shift more of 
its money to nation programs that sup¬ 
port missions, seminaries and policy ad¬ 
vocacy The following year, it cut five 
full-time positions and implemented a 
wage freeze. 

The convention also cited a decline in 
giving as a reason for offering the depar¬ 
ture incentives to employees. 

“The global economic downturn and 
Kentucky Baptists’ desire to send more 
resources to the international mission 
field have prompted these decisions,” Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Paul Chitwood said. 

The announcement will be difficult to 
absorb, said Chip Pendleton, pastor of 
Westport Road Baptist Church in 
Louisville.

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Cost of county’s health care reduced

Christian Fiscal Court ap¬ 
proved renewing employee 
health care benefits Tuesday 
morning at its meeting, and the 
overall cost to the county will de¬ 
crease. 

Mack Major, a representative 
for Higgins Insurance and Bene¬ 
fits, which represents Anthem 
Blue Cross Blue Shield, pre¬ 
sented the renewal plan before 


the court. The plan includes a 7 
percent increase in the fixed cost 
rate and a 3.6 percent decrease in 
maximum claims costs. 

Major said that the 7 percent 
increase for fixed costs is due to 
medical trend. Medical trend 
takes into consideration the ris¬ 
ing costs of medical care, ad¬ 
vancing medical technology and 
the aging population. 

“Medical trend is typically, de¬ 
pending on who you ask, about 11 
to 13 percent,” Major said. 


The decrease in maximum 
claims costs is based on how 
many county employees are ex¬ 
pected to file claims. Major said 
that the county has a low number 
of claims filed during the past 24 
months, which led Anthem to 
lower its anticipated claims max¬ 
imum. This decrease in claims 
coupled with the increase in the 
fixed cost rate results in a total 
decrease in costs to the county of 
about 1 percent. 

Christian County has a unique 


health care plan in which the 
county acts as the insurance 
company for its employees. 
When the county has unused 
money or surpluses, it puts that 
money in a separate fund. Cou¬ 
pled with contributions from em¬ 
ployees participating in the plan, 
this separate fund pays for the 
health benefits. Anthem Blue 
Cross Blue Shield acts as the me¬ 
diator between the county and 
the doctors. The county hires An¬ 
them, which takes care of ad¬ 


ministrative services and rein¬ 
surance costs. 

So far, the county’s health sys¬ 
tem has been working well for its 
employees. County Treasurer 
Walter Cummings estimates that 
180 employees take part in the 
health care program. 

“We’re lucky,” Cummings said. 
“Employees are taking care of 
themselves.”

Democrates debate in Hopkinsville

The League of Women Voters hosted 
a debate Tuesday evening at the Brad¬ 
ford Square Mall for the candidates of 
contested races before the Kentucky 
primary election. 

The debate drew an audience of 
about 20 people. The night was filled 
with Democrats, all with their own vi¬ 
sion for Hopkinsville and the country 
as a whole. 

The first debate, moderated by 
Chamber of Commerce President 
Carter Hendricks, was dedicated to the 
U.S. District 1 Democratic primary be¬ 
tween James Buckmaster and Charles 
Hatchett. The questions for debate 
were submitted by the audience and 
ranged from a wide array of national 
issues. The most discussed issue be¬ 
tween Buckmaster and Hatchett was 
energy. 

Hatchett started the night off early 


by advocating for hydrogen energy. 

When asked about EPA clean air reg¬ 
ulations, Hatchett held up a sheet of 
paper showing a photo 
of a hydrogen power 
plant in Italy. He said it 
saves 17,000 tons of car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions 
compared to a plant 
that runs on coal power 
alone. 

“We’ve got lakes that 
are the best place in the 
United States for a hy¬ 
drogen process,” he said. 

Further into the debate, Hendricks 
asked a question about forms of alter¬ 
native energy, and Hatchett once again 
brought up hydrogen power as his pre¬ 
ferred form of alternative energy. He 
said that hydrogen is the most reliable 
source of energy and water is a re¬ 
source that Kentucky has in abun¬ 
dance. 

“If we did solar here, we only have 


about three hours average ... of good 
solar energy,” Hatchett said. “But we 
have lots of water.” 

Buckmaster is an ad¬ 
vocate of coal. He be¬ 
lieves it is irresponsible 
for government to in¬ 
vest in alternative en¬ 
ergy sources when 
private businesses are 
not willing to. He said 
that the government 
needs to go back and 
strengthen the coal in¬ 
dustry because it’s a cheap source of 
energy and it burns cleanly. 

“This administration has been very, 
very aggressively against coal,” Buck- 
master said. And he wants to send 
someone to Washington who wiU be an 
advocate for Kentucky coal. 

Hatchett and Buckmaster also dif¬ 
fered on the issue of health care. When

Political newcomer 
campaigns for seat

Buddy Oglesby has a vision for Hopkinsville. 

Oglesby has lived in Hopkinsville all his life. He 
grew up here, went to school here, married his 
high school sweetheart here, and raised his kids 
here. And now, retired from data processing at 68, 
Oglesby wants to join the city council. 

“You take from the city and you 
need to give back to the city” he 
said. “And that’s what I’m trying to 
do.” 

Oglesby has a list of changes and 
improvements he wants to make to 
the city. The first item on his 
agenda is growth. 

When compared to similar cities 
like Clarksville, Tenn., and Evans- Oglesby 
ville, Ind., Oglesby doesn’t under¬ 
stand why Hopkinsville seems so stagnated in 
growth. 

“In the last 15 years, they’ve doubled in their 
size,” he said. “What are they doing different from 
us?” 

Oglesby believes that Hopkinsville has a lot of 
potential for growth, similar to that of neighbor¬ 
ing communities. There’s a lot of traffic on Pen- 
nyrile Parkway and close proximity to Interstate 
24. There’s a lot of area and space for potential 
businesses to put down roots. And there’s an 
earnest, available work force looking for employ¬ 
ment, he said. 

But Oglesby believes that the government has to 
learn to present the city favorably to companies 
looking for a place to settle down. Oglesby’s wife, 
Faye, agrees. She and her husband both believe 
that drawing companies to HopkinsviUe is a com¬ 
promise, a give and take. 

“You’ve got to offer a good incentive to those 
companies,” she said. 

In addition to growth, Oglesby wants to improve 
education. He believes that, in order to set children 
up for success, schools must return to the basics: 
Reading, writing, spelling and math. Faye cited ex¬ 
amples of young people working as cashiers who 
are unable to count change. 

“I know they give tests quite a bit, but that’s not 
education to me,” he said. 

Third on the agenda for Oglesby is crime and 
drug awareness. He said the key to public safety is 
educating children to stay away from drugs. Once 
young people are mired in the drug business, it 
takes time and money to rehabilitate them; it’s an 
ugly business, but it’s something it must be done, 
he said. 

“Our future is in our young people,” he said. “If 
we can’t keep our young people up to date in what’s 
going on, then we have failed.”

New state testing started 
Monday in Kentucky

When students in Clark County public schools and across Ken¬ 
tucky began taking their yearly state assessments Monday, they 
were faced with much longer, more difficult tests than they had to 
take in previous years. 

The new tests are the first of the Kentucky Performance Rat¬ 
ing for Educational Progress tests that replaced the old CATS — 
Commonwealth Accountability Testing System — that had been 
used in Kentucky for decades. 

While the subjects being tested remain the same, the new tests 
reflect the more rigorous Common Core Standards in reading and 
math that were adopted for Kentucky two years ago as part of 
Senate Bill 1. The bill mandated a new school assessment system 
and accountability program as well as more rigorous academic 
standards.

Hendricks asked about 
Obama’s health care bill, 
Hatchett answered that there 
were positive and negative 
ramifications of it. He also 
said that the bill was in the 
hands of the Supreme Court, 
and that there was little Con¬ 
gress could do about it now 

Buckmaster, however, 
views the health care bill dif¬ 
ferently As a family physi¬ 
cian, Buckmaster has 
treated people without in¬ 
surance at his walk-in health 
clinic for 15 years. But he 
said that the health care ini¬ 
tiative does nothing to pro¬ 
mote the cause for the 
working poor. He also said 
that the biH treats people like 
units, not people. 

“If it was up to me, I would 
throw it up on the slab and 
drive a stake through its 
heart and watch it squirm,” 
Buckmaster said. “I hate this 
bill.” 

City council 

The three Democratic can¬ 
didates for Ward 7 — former 
councilman Richard Coving¬ 
ton, incumbent councH- 
woman Peggy 

Rogers-Everett and political 
newcomer Buddy Oglesby— 
also showed up to the debate. 

The topics that governed 
the Ward 7 debate aU re¬ 
volved around city issues, 
such as the proposed smok¬ 
ing ban and the Rails to 
Trails project. And aU three 
candidates mostly agreed on 
the issues that came up. 

Covington, Rogers-Everett 
and Oglesby aU said they 
support a citywide smoking 
ban. Covington and Oglesby 
said they were hesitant to 
spend money without more 
research about public opin¬ 
ion on the Rails to Trails pro¬ 
gram, while Rogers-Everett 
said she supported it be¬ 
cause it is a health issue. 

The biggest difference be¬ 
tween the three candidates 
for Ward 7 was experience. 
Covin^on had been on city 
council, representing Ward 6 
and Ward 7 for 17 years. He 
also ran for mayor in 2010. 

Rogers-Everett, on the 
other hand, won an uncon¬ 
tested race for the seat in 
2010, and is nearing the end 
of her first term. She vowed 
to continue working to im¬ 
prove the city should her 
constituents elect her to a 
second term. 

Oglesby is the newcomer. 
Retired at 68, he promised to 
use his new free time to 
make Hopkinsville a better 
place. 

The other contested city 
council primary is Ward 5, 
between incumbent Charlie 
Henderson and Joyce 
Rogers. Rogers was not able 
to attend the debate, so Hen¬ 
derson was invited to give a 
three-minute speech. In his 
speech, he set himself apart 
from his opponent. He cited 
a recent New Era story about 
Rogers and quoted her state¬ 
ment about Hopkinsvihe’s 
empty industrial parks. 

“Our industrial parks are 
anything but empty” Hen¬ 
derson said. “We have a 
tremendous industrial 
park.” 

He also cited his work on 
city council by the incentive 
programs he helped create to 
bring more industry and 
business to Hopkinsville. He 
also said it was irresponsible 
for city government to spend 
its way out of an economic 
recession. 

“Serving the Hopkinsville 
City Council is about public 
service and leadership,” 
Henderson said. “It’s not 
about politics. If it were 
about politics, I think we 
would be better served if we 
went to either Frankfort or 
Washington.” 

The prim^ is May 22. Ab¬ 
sentee voting is already 
under way and continues 
through May 19.

In addition to educating our youth, he 
wants to give more funding to the police 
department and set up sateUite police sta¬ 
tions around the city, so police wih have 
better response times in case of an emer¬ 
gency. 

“If the rail track train is blocked, the 
only place (police) can go across is 18th 
Street to get from one side of the city to 
the other,” he noted. 

Also on Oglesby’s platform is the revi¬ 
talization of Hopkinsvihe. Part of that is 
improving his neighborhood. Ward 7. He 
wants to see better access for LaFayette 
Road and Eagles Cove. Both streets have 


seen many accidents because of poor 
planning and because they don’t have a 
turning lane, he said. Beyond Ward 7, he 
wants to light the intersections along U.S. 
41, and he wants to add signs along Pen- 
nyrile Parkway announcing Hop¬ 
kinsvihe’s presence to potential visitors. 

But most of ah, Oglesby believes he’s a 
good candidate because he’s a hard 
worker and he’s always willing to listen 
to his constituents about what they want. 
Faye Oglesby agrees. 

“He has a lot of common sense,” she 
said. “I think he’h do a good job.”

KENTUCKY: New state testing started Monday

When the new testing system was an¬ 
nounced, Kentucky Department of Ed¬ 
ucation Commissioner Terry Holliday 
said the more rigorous tests would 
probably result in some lower scores 
across the state initially, but he ex¬ 
pected them to improve as teachers and 
students became more comfortable 
with the standards. 

Many people across the state share 
Holliday’s view, but Clark County As¬ 
sistant Superintendent Pat Rosenthal 
said she doesn’t think there wih be an 
appreciable drop in local scores. 

“I really don’t expect our scores to be 
lower. Our teachers feel good about the 
tests and I think we’re ready for them,” 
Rosenthal said. “I know our teachers 
have been teaching exactly to our cur¬ 
riculum, which is made up of the stan¬ 
dards, and we’ve been testing them on 
mastery tests after each unit ah year to 
make sure they are learning it as they 
go.” 

The district has been publicizing the 
tests on its website and also sent letters 
to parents, Rosethal said, to try to get 
ah the students there this week to take 
the tests. 

“The most important thing with these 
tests is that students need to be there to 
take the tests with their peers,” Rosen¬ 


thal said. “Statistics show that they do 
better when they take the test during 
regular testing time rather than doing a 
make up test. So we’ve been trying to 
get that message out to our parents.” 

Students in grades 3-8 are being 
tested Monday through Friday. Stu¬ 
dents in grades 10 and 11 are only tested 
in on-demand writing, which will begin 
Thursday. 

K-PREP tests compare student scores 
against those of students in other 
states, not only against other Kentucky 
student scores. 

The new tests wih also be used to as¬ 
sess school’s performance standards as 
part of the No Child Left Behind law. 

Kentucky was one of 10 states that 
were granted a waiver from NCLB al¬ 
lowing them to use their own systems 
to assess whether schools were making 
adequate yearly progress. 

Unlike NCLB which used only test 
scores to measure progress, Kentucky’s 
system also included graduation rates 
and college and career readiness in the 
equation. 

Teachers and administrators feel con¬ 
fident that their students are prepared 
as well as they can be, Rosenthal said, 
and feel like the test scores wih show it.

Al-Qaida bomb master: 
‘Brutality’ and ‘novelty’ 


DUBAI, United Arab 
Emirates (AP) — Ibrahim 
Hassan al-Asiri has built a 
reputation as al-Qaida’s 
bomb-making savant one 
potential near miss at time: 
Explosive-rigged under¬ 
wear aboard a Christmas 
flight to the US. in 2009, 
printers fitted with high- 
grade explosives the next 
year and now possibly a 
metal-free device that 
could avoid airport detec¬ 
tors. 

Before those failed at¬ 
tempts, he staged an even 
more audacious attack: 
Turning his own brother 
into a suicide bomber in a 
mission that injured Saudi 
Arabia’s top counterterror¬ 
ism official and was later 
decried by the US. State 
Department for its “brutal¬ 
ity, novelty and sophistica¬ 
tion.” 

“You tyrants ... your bas¬ 
tions and fortifications will 


not prevent us from reach¬ 
ing you,” said an al-Qaida 
statement claiming respon¬ 
sibility for the August 2009 
blast in Jiddah. 

This appears to be the 
essence of al-Asiri’s plots 
as one of the leaders of the 
Yemen-based Al-Qaida in 
the Arabian Peninsula, or 
AQAP A pattern has 
emerged of explosive ex¬ 
pertise channeled into de¬ 
signs using a 
smuggler-style stealth and 
innovation to try to outwit 
security forces and spy 
agencies. 

US. authorities Tuesday 
probed the latest device be¬ 
lieved to be the work of the 
Saudi-born al-Asiri or one 
of his students after it was 
uncovered in a CIA opera¬ 
tion. It was described as a 
refinement of the under¬ 
wear bomb that failed to 
detonate aboard a jetliner 
over Detroit on Dec. 25, 


2009. The twist this time 
was an absence of metal, 
which could have made the 
device undetectable by con¬ 
ventional airport scanners. 

“It was a threat from a 
standpoint of the design,” 
said John Brennan, Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s 
counterterrorism adviser. 

Al-Asiri, 30, arrived in 
Yemen in 2006 after being 
jailed by Saudi officials in 
crackdowns against Is¬ 
lamic militants. 

“They put me in prison 
and I began to see the 
depths of (the Saudi) servi¬ 
tude to the Crusaders and 
their hatred for the true 
worshippers of God, from 
the way they interrogated 
me,” he is quoted as saying 
in the September 2009 issue 
of Sada al-Malahem, or 
Voice of Battles, an Arabic- 
language online magazine 
put out by al-Qaida’s 
branch in Yemen.

Specialty crop funding available 
through agriculture department

The Kentucky Department of Agricul¬ 
ture recently made grant funds available 
for developing specialty crops such as 
fruit, vegetables, tree nuts and nursery 
crops. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture re¬ 
cently gave a $260,000 grant to the state for 
enhancing competitiveness in its spe¬ 
cialty crops market. According to a news 
release from the state, Kentucky produc¬ 
ers took in $72 million for sales of green¬ 
house and nursery products, $23 million 
from vegetables and melons and almost 
$11 million from fruit, nuts and berries in 
2010. 

Kentucky Commissioner of Agricul¬ 
ture James Comer said the state’s climate 
and soil are well-suited for developing spe¬ 
cialty crops and thinks the grant funds 
will help diversify the state’s agriculture 
industry. 

“I encourage all eligible individuals and 
organizations to apply,” Comer said in the 
release. 

Crop producers as well as commodity 
groups, agriculture organizations and col¬ 
leges may apply for grants. All applicants 
must reside or have their business in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The maximum grant amount is $75,000. 


According to the news release, grant 
funds won’t be awarded for projects meant 
only to benefit one individual or institu¬ 
tion. Applications must reflect a project’s 
possible benefits to the specialty crop in¬ 
dustry or the state. 

Brian Lacefield, general manager for 
Commonwealth Agrifinance, helps secure 
loans for farmers to finance their opera¬ 
tions. While most farmers in the area 
focus on crops like soybeans and tobacco, 
Lacefield said many are looking for new 
crops to grow. 

Lacefield said he has seen several local 
farmers lose tobacco contracts in the past 
few years. With tobacco contracts only re¬ 
newed on a year-to-year basis, he said it’s 
hard for a tobacco farmer to plan his op¬ 
eration long term. He thinks specialty 
crops could provide a useful alternative. 

Lacefield also said farmers are hesitant 
to grow specialty crops because they 
aren’t sure if there is a market for them. 
Things like tobacco and soybeans, he said, 
are more reliable. 

“With these other crops, sometimes 
there is not the safety net that you have 
with corn, wheat and soybeans,” he said. 
“1 guess people are hesitant to move away 
from what is known.”

Puerto Rico aims to become 
entirely bilingual by 2022 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — The governor of 
Puerto Rico is trying to do 
what more than a century 
of American citizenship 
has failed to accomplish: 
make Puerto Ricans fluent 
in English. 

Gov Luis Fortuno, who has 
been mentioned as a possible 
Republican vice-presidential 
candidate, has proposed an 
ambitious, and what critics 
call far-fetched, plan to re¬ 
quire all public schools to 
teach all courses in English 
instead of Spanish. 

The U.S. territory has had 
a long and contentious rela¬ 
tionship with the English 
language, and many Puerto 
Ricans are skeptical about 
embracing it, fearing they 
will lose a key part of their 
identity and find them¬ 
selves a step closer to state¬ 
hood, a status that only 
about half of islanders 
have backed in recent polls. 

The governor wants 
Puerto Rico to become the 
51st U.S. state. But he says 
his plan is about economic 
necessity, not politics. 

“Bilingualism opens 
doors and provides oppor¬ 


tunity to our children so 
they can shine and become 
successful in a labor mar¬ 
ket that is increasingly 
competitive and global¬ 
ized,” he said. 

Only 12 of the island’s 
1,472 schools offer an aU- 
English curriculum of the 
sort envisioned by Fortuno, 
while 35 other schools offer 
some courses in English, 
such as math and physical 
education, said Education 
Secretary Edwin Moreno. 

“The main idea is to have 
a Puerto Rican who can 
communicate in Spanish as 
well as English,” said 
Moreno, who acknowl¬ 
edged that he himself has 
an imperfect command of 
English. 

Moreno is overseeing an 
initial $15 million project to 
install a bilingual curricu¬ 
lum in 31 schools starting 
in August and to reinforce 
the English-Spanish cur¬ 
riculum already in place in 
the 35 other schools. Plans 
for adding the rest are still 
hazy, but the governor says 
he wants all public school 
students to be bilingual 
within 10 years.

to implement the program locally. 

A grant paid for electronic ma¬ 
chines that could process dehit and 
food stamp cards. The farmers mar¬ 
ket association provided training on 
using the machines. 

A vendor now runs the machine on 
Wednesdays. On Saturdays, the 
busiest day at the farmers market, 
Community and Development Serv¬ 
ices pays a private contractor to run 
it. 

From food stamp customers, ven¬ 
dors receive tokens in exchange for 
produce. CDS collects the tokens and 
sends the vendors paychecks. 

“It has expanded our customer 
base tremendously,” Boggess said. 
“The vendors have been very 
pleased.” 

According to the new report, the 
farmers market sold nearly $5,000 
worth of produce to food stamp cus¬ 
tomers in the program’s first two 
years. 

Like this program, the other exam¬ 
ples in the report show communities 
building on resources already in 
place. 

At two pools in Lexington, the 
parks and recreation department 
created a healthy menu for the con¬ 
cession stands. It includes fruit, yo¬ 
gurt, grilled chicken, chicken salad 
and bottled water. 

These items brought in 9 percent 
of the concession revenue last sum¬ 
mer, according to the report. Candy 
sales dropped by 23 percent, perhaps 
because staff put the candy out of 
view and customers bought hun¬ 
dreds of orders of grapes, apples and 
bananas. 


In Buckhorn, Shelbyville and Lex¬ 
ington, schools opened their facili¬ 
ties to the public as exercise areas 
during evenings and weekends. 
These facilities include a tennis 
court, sports fields, basketball courts 
and a swimming pool. 

Jefferson County schools buy large 
amounts of local produce to serve 
students, and Owsley County schools 
grew a garden and started a farmers 
market on school property last year. 

Covington has a weekly mile-long 
walk and vegetarian meal. A Lexing¬ 
ton school stopped giving candy and 
fast-food coupons for rewards, opting 
instead for extra recess and no¬ 
homework passes. 

The Hopkins County government 
now offers a wellness program to its 
150 employees. It rewards partici¬ 
pants, and it estimates it has saved 10 
to 15 percent in annual health insur¬ 
ance costs. 

The report draws attention to the 
collaborative aspects of these pro¬ 
grams. In the past, health advocates 
have traditionally worked with other 
health advocates, but because health 
affects so many areas — such as eco¬ 
nomics and education — multi-sec¬ 
tor cooperation makes more sense, 
the report argues. 

It also encourages seeking opin¬ 
ions from the people who would 
likely benefit from new programs. 
“We hope the pioneering work fea¬ 
tured here will jump start efforts all 
across the state. Kentucky clearly 
needs as many local anti-obesity ini¬ 
tiatives as it can muster.”

Jockey pleads not guilty to assault charge 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) 
— Suspended jockey 
Robby Albarado worries 
his racing career could be 
at risk as he fights an as¬ 
sault charge that side¬ 
lined the veteran rider for 
the two biggest racing 
days at Churchill Downs, 
his attorney said Tuesday. 

Attorney Scott Barton 
entered a not guilty plea 
for Albarado. The jockey 
did not attend. 

Albarado was arrested 
Friday and charged with 
fourth-degree assault. He 
was accused of accosting 
a woman who said she 
was trying to break up 
with him. Last spring, the 
jockey faced a domestic 
dispute charge. 

Albarado’s arrest came 
hours before he was to 
ride in the $1 million Ken¬ 
tucky Oaks, a race for 3- 
year-old fillies the day 
before the Kentucky 
Derby. Churchill stewards 
have suspended him in¬ 
definitely from the famed 
Louisville track, where he 
is third on the all-time 
jockey wins list. His sus¬ 


pension would apply to 
any licensed racetrack in 
Kentucky, though 

ChurchiU currently is the 
only thoroughbred track 
in the state with live rac¬ 
ing. 

Judge Ann Bailey 
Smith set a trial date for 
July 18. 

Albarado is accused of 
lunging at Carolina C. 
Martinez while she was 
on the phone and chasing 
her into a bathroom, ac¬ 
cording to an arrest war¬ 
rant. Martinez shut the 
door but Albarado broke 
it open and cornered her 
in a walk-in closet, the 
document said. Albarado 
wrestled with her on the 
floor but she pushed him 
off and fled, the report 
said. The woman suffered 
a separated shoulder and 
bruises to her legs, and an 
arm and shoulder. 

In a domestic violence 
petition, Martinez said 
she had lived with Al¬ 
barado for a year. 

Barton said after the 
hearing that “everyone is 
jumping to conclusions” 


about the case. 

“I think once the facts 
come out, everyone will 
see that he is absolutely 
not guilty,” Barton told re¬ 
porters. 

“I think ultimately 
everything is going to be 
fine, but... he’s not racing 
right now. That’s his 
livelihood. He’s absolutely 
concerned about that,” 
Barton said. 

Last spring, Albarado 
was charged with wanton 
endangerment and do¬ 
mestic assault for al¬ 
legedly assaulting his 
wife, Kimber Albarado. 
Those charges later were 
dismissed and he pleaded 
guilty to attempting to in¬ 
terfere with a witness. His 
wife has filed for divorce. 

As part of a consent 
agreement with the Ken¬ 
tucky Horse Racing Com¬ 
mission in April 2011, one 
of the conditions set for 
Albarado to continue 
holding a license to race 
in Kentucky was that he 
avoid any additional crim¬ 
inal charges.

“From then on out, it’s 
heU.” 

David Wilburn, Tracy 
Burke’s father, said she 
was an “excellent daugh¬ 
ter” and a “fantastic 
mom.” He also knew 
Karen Comer and said she 
was “the sweetest woman 
in the world.” 

He recalled Tracy 
Burke’s childhood. 

“She was always the cen¬ 
ter of attention even back 
to when she was wearing 
diapers,” Wilburn said. He 
was at work when he found 
out about his daughter’s 
death. 

“It wiU never heal,” he 
said. 

The last person to take 
the stand for the prosecu¬ 
tion was Tracy Burke’s 
son, Matthew Pete. He said 
he thinks about his mother 
all the time. 

“It just reaUy feels like 
there’s something miss¬ 
ing,” he said wiping tears 
from his eyes. 

Defense attorneys called 
acquaintances, friends and 
coworkers of Brent Burke 
and they said they would 


help him if he were ever 
released from prison. 

Sgt. Ted Morriss was 
Brent Burke’s squad leader 
in 2005. He said he would 
give Burke a place to stay 
and work on his farm if 
Burke is ever released. 

Cpl. Craig Temple over¬ 
saw Burke while he was in 
jail and said he was a good 
inmate, never showed any 
“negative feelings” and 
was calm and forgiving. 

Another witness, Capt. 
John Mayo, said that he 
and Burke were “good 
friends” and he knows him 
as well as if he were family 
He would give Burke “any¬ 
thing he needed” to help 
assimilate himself back 
into society, he said. The 
defense asked if he would 
let Burke stay at his house, 
and Mayo replied that he 
would. 

Echoing Mayo, family 
friend Judy Myers said she 
would do “whatever it took 
to help (Burke) out.” 

Burke’s father and 
mother were the last two 
witnesses to testify Stan 
Burke said he was proud 
of his son for joining the 
military and that he was 


welcome in their home 
anytime. 

Burke’s mother testified 
that her home community 
and church would support 
Burke if he were to be 
paroled. Burke would often 
help out with the local 
church and once helped lay 
sandbags during a flood, 
she said. Burke keeps busy 
in jail by writing reply let¬ 
ters to those in his home¬ 
town. She once brought 
back from the jail a 50- 
pound bag of letters Burke 
wrote, she said. 

“He is our son, a blessing 
from God,” she said sob¬ 
bing. “I would welcome 
him with open arms back 
into our home.” 

Under military law, the 
mandatory sentence for 
murder is life in prison. It 
was up to the jury to decide 
whether the sentence 
would include the possibil¬ 
ity of parole. 

The jury started deliber¬ 
ating Burke’s sentence 
around 6:45 p.m. 

Burke can appeal the 
verdict.

Predators’ big push falls 
short m Western semis

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — The NashviUe 
Predators can console themselves know¬ 
ing they aggressively made moves in an 
all-out effort to win the Stanley Cup. Now 
they wiU spend the offseason finding out 
just how costly those decisions wdl be after 
coming up short in the Western Confer¬ 
ence semifinals for a second straight year. 

The Predators lost 2-1 to Phoenix on 
Monday night and dropped the semifi¬ 
nals in five games — a game less than a 
year ago when they lost to eventual West¬ 
ern champ Vancouver. 

“We had high expectations as an or¬ 
ganization, but we didn’t get it done,” 
coach Barry Trotz said after the loss. 
“The teams that made the playoffs in the 
West, everyone had a legitimate chance 
to represent the West and win the Cup. 
There are no poor hockey teams this year. 
That is parity That is the NHL.” 

The Predators showed their commit¬ 
ment to winning by sending a second- 
round pick in June’s draft and young 
forward Blake Geoffrion to Montreal in 
February for defenseman Hal Gill, and 
they followed that at the trade deadline 
by sending this year’s first-round pick to 
Buffalo for center Paul Gaustad. 

The moves helped a roster that started the 
season as the NHL’s youngest roster and a 
group that remained the league’s second- 
youngest coming out of the AU-Star break. 
NashviUe also welcomed back wayward 
forward Alexander Radulov in March, four 
years after he bolted back home to Russia 
to the Kontinental Hockey League. 

AU the trades resulted in NashviUe fin¬ 
ishing with 104 points, the thtrd-highest in 
franchise history The Predators grabbed 
the No. 4 seed and finished ahead of De¬ 
troit in the final standings. They also beat 
the Red Wings in the playoffs aU for the 
first time, which made the quick loss to 
the Coyotes that much more stunning. 

“It is tough to swallow,” said goalie 
Pekka Rinne, a two-time Vezina Trophy 
finalist. “When you lose a series, it goes 
by so fast. It is over even before you real¬ 
ize it. It is hard to realize right now. We 
played a lot of good hockey this year, and 
now it is done.” 

The Predators thought the path to the cup 
was wide open with Detroit, Chicago, Van¬ 
couver and San Jose aU gone. Those teams 
aU had ousted NashviUe in the postseason. 

Instead, the NHL’s best power-play unit 
in the regular season fizzled in the postsea¬ 
son. They went 0 of 23 on home ice, and 
they never could solve Phoenix goalie Mike 
Smith or the Coyotes, who simply beat the 
Predators at the defensive, grinding style 
they’ve used since hitting the ice in 1998. 

“We’re past the expansion stage, we’re 
past that, and you’ve got to go through 
these hard lessons sometimes,” Trotz said. 

“Chemistry is a delicate thing. As I say, 
sometimes you can add skiU or talent and 
aU that. Does it come together at the right 
time? Or does it not come together at the 
right time? You can be a chemistry pro¬ 
fessor all you want, but you’re dealing 
with human beings and the human fac¬ 
tor on both sides.”

ahead. The roster features seven re¬ 
stricted free agents including Weber, who 
played on a $7.5 miUion arbitrator’s award 
this season, and defenseman Ryan Suter 
is among eight unrestricted players. 

The only regulars under contract in¬ 
clude Martin Erat, Mike Fisher, Patric 
Hornqvist and Rinne, who signed a 
seven-year, $49 miUion contracted in No¬ 
vember. 

The head of the ownership group said 
then the team has the money to re-sign 
captain Shea Weber and Suter. The Pred¬ 
ators will have a chance to hold onto 
Weber for another season but have not 
been able to sign Suter to a new deal yet. 

Suter said after the loss that he had not 
thought about the offseason yet or 
whether he would be back next season 
with the team that drafted him in 2003. 

“The group of guys we had here is a 
great group of guys,” Suter said. “It’s too 
bad we couldn’t do anything with it. It’s 
very disappointing.” 

Trotz has been heavily criticized since 
scratching Radulov and Kostitsyn for 
Game 4, a 1-0 loss to Phoenix, and ex¬ 
tending their punishment of a one-game 
suspension for violating team rules with 
an apparent curfew violation before 
Game 2 in Arizona. He has refused to sec¬ 
ond-guess his decision. 

Whether the late roster moves or the 
punishment of Radulov and Kostitsyn af¬ 
fected chemistry has been another big 
question. Weber said he thought they had 
a great group in the locker room, just as 
good as the past. 

“We didn’t accomplish what we 
thought we could have, and it is due in 
part to a great team here in Phoenix,” 
Weber said. 


Former NFL QB Leaf pleads guilty

GREAT FALLS, Mont. 
— Former NFL quarter¬ 
back Ryan Leaf pleaded 
guilty Tuesday to charges 
that he broke into a Mon¬ 
tana home and illegally 
possessed painkillers, part 
of a deal with prosecutors 
that recommends he 
spend nine months in a se¬ 
cure drug treatment facil¬ 
ity 

The former San Diego 
Chargers quarterback and 
Washington State stand¬ 
out was shackled hand and 
foot and wore a black-and- 
white prison stripes as he 
told Cascade County Dis¬ 
trict Judge Kenneth Neill 
that he needed treatment. 

“I’m very much looking 
forward to the opportu¬ 
nity presented,” Leaf said. 
“An intensive nine-month 
rehab facility is presently 
needed.” 

It was one of the few 
statements Leaf made in 
the hearing under ques¬ 
tioning by his attorney, 
Kenneth Olson. Leaf ad¬ 
mitted that he broke into a 
home in Cascade County 
on April 1. He then admit¬ 
ted that a few days earlier, 
on March 28, he illegally 
possessed oxycodone that 
was not prescribed to him. 

Leaf pleaded guilty to 
one count each of felony 
burglary and criminal pos¬ 
session of a dangerous 
drug. Under the agreement. 
County Attorney John 
Parker agreed to dismiss 
two other counts of bur¬ 
glary and drug possession. 

Neill set sentencing for 
June 19. Parker and Olson 


are recommending a five- 
year sentence in the cus¬ 
tody of the Montana 
Department of Corrections 
for the burglary charge. 

Olson said that recom¬ 
mendation will include a 
nine-month program at 
the Nexus Treatment Cen¬ 
ter in Lewistown, a center 
affiliated with the DOC, 
where Leaf would be 
locked down and unable to 
leave. That would be fol¬ 
lowed by time in a pre-re- 
lease program in which 
Leaf’s movements would 
be restricted. 

The agreement recom¬ 
mends a separate five-year 
sentence for the posses¬ 
sion charge, but all of it 
would be suspended, 
Olson said. 

Neill is not bound by 
the sentencing recommen¬ 
dation, but indicated he 
may look favorably on it. 

“There is no question he 
needs treatment,” NeiH said. 


Olson said he and 
Parker also will recom¬ 
mend that the sentence 
run together with what¬ 
ever sentence Leaf is 
given for a probation vio¬ 
lation in Texas. 

A prosecutor there, 
James Farren, filed to re¬ 
voke the former quarter¬ 
back’s 10-year probation 
from a 2010 plea deal. Leaf 
was charged with stealing 
prescription pain medi¬ 
cine from a player’s home 
while he was a coach at 
West Texas A&M. An in¬ 
vestigation also found he 
obtained nearly 1,000 pain 
pills from area pharma¬ 
cies in an eight-month 
span. 

Olson said he has re¬ 
ceived no sentencing com¬ 
mitment from Texas 
prosecutors, but he hopes 
to have one when Leaf 
goes to Texas to face the 
probation violation accu¬ 
sation. 











Indulge Mom with a healthy muffin

Mom deserves a freshly 
baked breakfast in bed on 
her special day 

But indulging her desire 
for a lazy morning doesn’t 
mean you can’t also respect 
her efforts to eat healthy So 
we crafted a Mother’s Day 
breakfast muffin that is vir¬ 
tuous, richly satisfying, 
moist and delicious. Be¬ 
cause no mom should have 
to suffer through tasteless 
“healthy” muffins. 

Muffins often rely on 
large amounts of butter or 
oil to stay moist. Our 
golden muffins rely instead 
on a combination of apple¬ 
sauce, low-fat sour cream 
and a touch of honey and 
oil. To further lower the fat, 
we used egg whites instead 
of whole eggs. 

Because these muffins 
are not low in sugar (there 
has to be at least a little in¬ 
dulgence), be sure to select 
unsweetened applesauce. 
Plus, the sugar is balanced 
by all the fiber from the 
whole-wheat flour, bran and 


raisins. 

If you have any left after 
breakfast, these muffins 
make a great afternoon 
snack served with hot tea. 
Store any leftovers in an 
airtight container at room 
temperature. 

If your raisins are a bit 
on the dry, chewy side, 
plump them back up by mi¬ 
crowaving them in a bowl 
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Applesauce bran muffins 


of water for 2 minutes. Let 
them sit for 10 minutes, 
then drain. If Mom doesn’t 
care for raisins, substitute 
another dried fruit, such as 
chopped apricots or cran¬ 
berries. 


Applesauce bran muffins 

Start to finish: 30 minutes 
Servings: 16 

3 tablespoons honey 
1/4 cup vegetable or 
canola oil 


1/4 cup low-fat sour 
cream 

1 cup packed brown 
sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla ex¬ 
tract 

3 egg whites 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

2 teaspoons baking 
powder 

1/2 teaspoon baking 
soda 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

1 3/4 cups white 
whole-wheat flour 

1/2 cup wheat bran 

11/4 cups applesauce 

1/2 cup raisins 

Heat the oven to 400 F. 
Line a muffin pan with 
muffin papers, then lightly 
spray the papers with cook¬ 
ing spray. 

In a large bowl, whisk to¬ 
gether the honey, oil, sour 
cream, brown sugar, vaniUa 
and egg whites. 

In another bowl, whisk 
together the cinnamon, 
baking powder, baking 
soda, salt, flour and wheat 
bran. Stir half of the flour 
mixture into the wet ingre¬ 
dients. Add the applesauce 
and stir together. Add the 
rest of the flour mixture, 
then the raisins. 

Divide the batter between 
the prepared muffin cups 
and bake for 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes, or until a toothpick in¬ 
serted at the center of the 
muffins comes out clean. 
Allow to cool in the pan for 
5 minutes, then transfer to 
a wire rack to cool com¬ 
pletely. 


Wake Mom to freshly baked 
pastries on Mother’s Day

No matter how much she would appreciate it, and no 
matter how much you love your mom—or the mother 
of your children—you aren’t likely to make her crois¬ 
sants from scratch. Add eager young children who 
want to help make breakfast in bed for their mom, and 
the odds get even worse. 

And yet it can be done with a minimum of fuss, trou¬ 
ble and time. With a few carefully chosen ingredients, 
you can prepare delicious impossible-to-mess-up 
freshly baked pastries, even with the “assistance” of 
an army of little helpers. 


Cinnamon sugar croissants 

To keep the finished croissants vegan, you can sub¬ 
stitute a few spritzes of cooking spray for the melted 
butter. If you like, you also can glaze the croissants 
after they have baked and cooled. Stir together pow¬ 
dered sugar, a few drops of vanilla or almond extract, 
and a splash of milk (just enough to make a smooth 
drizzle). 

Start to finish: 40 minutes 

Makes 24 croissants 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 

1/4 cup sugar 

17.3-ounce package frozen puff pastry, thawed 
(each package contains 2 pastry sheets) 

4 tablespoons butter, melted 

Heat the oven to 375 F. Line 2 baking sheets with 
parchment paper. In a small bowl, mix together the cin¬ 
namon and sugar. Set aside. One at a time, unwrap and 
unfold the sheets of puff pastry Use a paring knife to 
cut the sheet in half lengthwise. Starting in one cor¬ 
ner, cut each half into 6 triangles. Use a rolling pin to 
lightly roU out each triangle to just barely flatten. 
Lightly brush the triangles with melted butter. 

Sprinkle a bit of the cinnamon sugar over each tri¬ 
angle. One at a time, start with the wide end of each 
triangle and roU it into a log. Gently bend the ends so 
they curve inward to form a crescent. Transfer to the 
prepared baking sheets. Repeat the roUing with the re¬ 
maining triangles. Brush the tops of each croissant 
with a bit more butter, then sprinkle a bit more cinna¬ 
mon sugar over each. Bake for 20 minutes, or until 
puffed and lightly browned. Let cool for several min¬ 
utes, then serve warm.

The first thing 1 ever picked out 
to bake with my mother was a 
lemon blueberry Bundt cake. So 
my mother indulged me. We 
bought the mix, made the cake and 
it was beautiful. But as it was a 
mix, it tasted like a mix. But my 
mother had a happy solution. The 
very simple and very classic sour 
cream coffee cake. 


Classic sour aeam coffee cake 


Start to finish: 1 hour 15 minutes 
(15 minutes active) 

Servings: 12 
For the batter: 

1 cup (2 sticks) unsalted but¬ 
ter 

11/2 cups granulated sugar 
11/4 cups sour cream (not 
light or non-fat) 

2 large eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

2 cups sifted flour (sift before 
measuring) 

1/2 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon fine-grain sea 
salt 

For the cinnamon-sugar filling: 

1 cup pecans, chopped 
3/4 cup packed dark brown 
sugar 

1/4 cup granulated sugar 
1 tablespoon cinnamon 
Pinch of sea salt 


Heat the oven to 325 F. Coat a 12- 
cup Bundt pan with a bit of veg¬ 
etable oil or cooking spray 

To make the batter, in a large 
bowl, combine the butter and 
sugar. Use an electric mixer to beat 
until light and fluffy Add the sour 
cream, eggs and vanilla, then mix 
again until well incorporated. 

Measure and sift together the 
flour, baking soda, baking powder 
and salt. Add the flour mixture to 
butter-sugar mixture a little at a 
time, mixing between additions 
and scraping the sides of the bowl 
as needed, until well mixed. Set 
aside. To make the filling, in a large 
bowl combine the pecans, brown 
sugar, granulated sugar, cinnamon 
and salt. Mix well. Spoon a shallow 
layer of the filling mixture over the 
bottom of the Bundt pan. Spoon 
half the batter into the pan over the 
fOing. Sprinkle aU but 1/4 cup of 
the remaining filling evenly over 
the batter. 

Pour the rest of the batter over 
the filling, smoothing it with a sili¬ 
cone spatula. Sprinkle with the re¬ 
maining filling. Bake for 50 to 60 
minutes, or until the cake pulls 
away from sides and a toothpick in¬ 
serted at the center comes out 
clean. Start testing for doneness 
after the cake has baked for 40 min¬ 
utes since ovens and pans vary in 
the way they bake. Remove from 
oven and transfer cake pan to a 
cooling rack. Let cool before slic¬ 
ing.

Banana colada cake 


Start to finish: 2 hours (45 min¬ 
utes active) 

Servings: 12 
For the cake: 

2 cups all-purpose flour 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
Pinch of nutmeg 
Pinch of allspice 
11/4 cups packed light 
brown sugar 

1 cup sour cream 

6 tablespoons (3/4 stick) 
unsalted butter, very soft 

2 eggs 

4 very ripe bananas, 
mashed 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
For the filling: 

14-ounce can light coconut 
milk 

2 egg yolks 
1 whole egg 
1/3 cup sugar 
1/4 cup cornstarch 
1 fresh pineapple, peeled, 
cored and sliced into 1/4- 
inch rings 
1 cup heavy cream 
Toasted coconut, to gar¬ 
nish 

Heat the oven to 375 F. Spray 
two 9-inch cake pans with bak¬ 
ing spray In a small bowl, sift to¬ 
gether the flour, salt, baking 
soda, nutmeg and allspice. Set 
aside. 


In a large bowl, combine the 
brown sugar, sour cream and 
butter. Use an electric mixer to 
beat until smooth. Beat in the 
eggs, one at a time, scraping the 
bowl after each addition. Beat in 
the bananas and vanhla extract. 
Sift the flour mixture into the 
wet ingredients, then stir to com¬ 
bine. Divide the mixture evenly 
between the prepared cake pans. 
Bake for 25 to 30 minutes, or 
until a toothpick inserted at the 
center comes out clean. Let cool 
for 5 minutes and then transfer 
to a wire rack to cool completely 

While the cake is cooking, 
start the filling. In a medium 
saucepan over medium heat, 
bring the coconut milk to a sim¬ 
mer. In a medium bowl, whisk 
together the egg yolks, whole 
egg, sugar and cornstarch. Using 
a ladle, slowly pour a stream of 
the hot coconut milk into the 
bowl of eggs while whisking 
continuously. Repeat with 2 
more ladles of hot coconut milk. 

Switch to whisking the co¬ 
conut milk in the pan and slowly 
pour the warmed egg mixture 
back into the pan. Continuing 
whisking and cooking over 
medium heat until the mixture 
comes to a boil and thickens, 
about 2 minutes. Remove 
from the heat. 

Pour the coconut 
mixture back into the 
bowl and cover 
with plastic 
wrap, pressing 
the plastic wrap 
directly onto the 


surface of the filling. Refrigerate 
until completely chilled. To 
caramelize the pineapple, heat a 
saute pan over medium-high. 
Working in batches, place a cou¬ 
ple pineapple rings in the pan 
and cook until starting to brown, 
about 2 to 3 minutes per side. Re¬ 
move the rings to a plate and let 
cool. Repeat with the remaining 
pineapple rings until they are aU 
caramelized. 

Once aU parts of the cake are 
ready and cooled, assemble the 
cake. In a large bowl, use an elec¬ 
tric mixer to beat the heavy 
cream until soft peaks form. 

Whisk the chilled coconut fill¬ 
ing until smooth. Fold half of 
the whipped cream into the fill¬ 
ing. Once fully incorporated, fold 
in the remaining half, folding 
just until incorporated. 

Place one of the cakes on a 
serving platter and spread half 
of the coconut cream over the 
top of it. Top with half of the 
pineapple rings, then set the sec¬ 
ond cake over that. 

Top the second cake with the 
remaining filling, then the re¬ 
maining pineapple 
rings.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
Danny Granger scored 25 
points to help the Indiana 
Pacers defeat the Orlando 
Magic 105-87 on Tuesday 
night and clinch their first- 
round Eastern Conference 
series 4-1. 

Darren CoIIison scored

Blake Griffin had 30 
points and seven assists be¬ 
fore fouling out with 2:26 
left in overtime for the 
Clippers, who blew a 10- 
point lead in the final 41/2 
minutes of regulation.
